Geneva, April 16. We have received « Confirmation 
of the taking of Nice, as a'fo, that the French and Spa- 
niards propos’d, at the firft, to have given up the Cary 
to be pillag’d by the Soldiers; but that the Inhabitants, 
with {ome Difficulty, bad procured Leave to ranfom it 
for the Sum of 100,000 Livres. The Army of the King 
of Sardinia, confitting of 18 or 20,000 Men, remains 
ftrongly retrench’d at Mountalban, where they feem de- 
termined to wait the Enemy. The Englifh Fleet, under 
the Command of Admiral Matthews, is actually return- 
ing to the Ifland of Hieres, having taken, in its Paflage, 
feveral French Ships; which were, however, all of them 
seleas’d, the Admiral having no Intelligence that War 
was declared between the two Nations. According to 
our lit Letters trom Turin, the Court of Great-Britain 
has-given the ftrongeft Affurances to his Sardinian Ma- 
jelty, that the King of Pruffia will faithfully adbere to, 
and pundtually execute, the Engsgement by which he 
enter'd into the Treaty of Breflau.
